George Lindsay, Chaffey jun- 


ior college freshman student 


from Grossmont, California, last 


spring traveled alone into Lower 
California, through country 
where no white man had prev- 
iously been seen, into churches 
that only the explorer North 
had dared enter back in 1905, 
and he came back to the United 
States with two rare cacti with 
which’ botanists had never come 
in contact. 


The region through which he 
made his journey had few roads, 
few trails and large trees which 
made travel difficult, and cars 
were seldom _ seen. Lindsay 
made his way through giant 
cactus fields to the San Barhas 
mission fifty miles from the 
main road. Instead of finding 
the expected adobe church he 
came upon a_ beautiful stone 
structure, the same that Arthur 
North, who explored it in 1905, 
found and described—even to 
the skulls in the chapel. In this 
vicinity he encountered numer- 
ous natives, mostly younger 
ones, who had never before seen 
a white man. 

His main purpose in going 
into this little known country 
was to search for rare cactus 
plants. The Cachemia Mantima, 
a plant slightiy known to botan- 
ical scientists, he found in a re- 
gion near the ocean, and the 
Neonammillaria Echinocereus, 
hitherto unknown, he also dis- 
covered.
